In crying the blues, Donald Wilson, listed as state 
advisor for the Future Farmers of America, says that 
state money spent for junior shows is Well spent when 
you consider what must be expended to recover young 
people when they have become juvenile or adult wards of 
the state.”’ 

(Note to Mr. Wilson - Get off that kick. Taxpayers are 
being beaten to death with this shop-worn and illusive 
argument.) 

And our old friend John Emo, who is billed as repre- 
senting more than 30,000 4-H club members in California, 
said that if fairs (state subsidized) are reduced to the 
point where many 4-H members are denied the opportun- 
ity to participate, “It would become necessary to organ- 
ize 4-H club fairs and to conduct these locally to satisfy 
needs of the 4-H club membership.” 

(Note to Mr. Emo - Excellent idea, John, Let’s do it 
that way.) 

In actual operation, the California Fair system, into 
which millions of dollars of state money are dumped each 
year, have become subsidized entertainment centers; 
original idea of these fairs - the promotion of agricul- 
tural and industry - has become a secondary aspect of 
state subsidized fairs and is now little more than the 
gimmick on which to hang the state appropriations. 

Once again we suggest that the State of California get 
out of the fair business. Present the state assets that 
exist in fair grounds and facilities to the existing agri- 
cultural districts or counties, write off the investment, 
then let the directors of the individual fairs (now political 
appointees) arise off their duffs and either make their 
fair’s pay off, or get out of business. 

State money now being used to subsidize fairs could 
then go to fill a greater need in the life of we the people 
than the subsidizing of entertainment. 

Proof that fair’s do not have to be subsidized has 
existed for 21 years in Porterville. ToMr. Wilson and to 
Mr. Emo (he should know about Porterville) and to Mr.

EVERYONE ISN'T CUT OUT 
TO BE A HIGH JUMPER 


Saturday was the first 
really warm day of spring. 
The day burned out the 
sluggishness of a long win- 
ter’s sleep and the com- 
petitive juices began to flow 
early. It was a perfectday 
for the Starthmore Lions 
Club’s Invitational Track 
Meet. 

FIRST CALL, CLASS D 
HIGH JUMP... It echoed 
metallically across the 
grass of the football field 
and tiny boys in flapping 
track suits began drifting 
toward the east end of the 
field where sawdust was 
piled, dusty brown, between 
bales of straw. They stood 
in a small group eyeing the 
high jump standards. The 
starting height seemed out 


of sight. Four feet two 
inches into the stratis- 
phere. That’s almost in 


orbit when you are in the 
fifth grade and weigh 
seventy-five pounds. 

He stood there, seventy- 
five pounds of high jumper, 
in a faded red jersey which 
had served legions of track 
men before him. His once 
red and now pink trunks 
were only slightly too large 
and if he tugged at them 
discretely every third step 
he kept them up with no 
trouble. He was bent sharp- 
ly at the waist and his match 
stick arms dangled loosely 
while he glared at the 
crossbar. He approached 
the pit from the left with 
several hopping steps and 
as he reached the bar he 
drove his right leg up high 
and hard. He was a whirl- 
ing mass of elbows and 
knees as he smashed into 
the bar and sent it hurl- 
ing into the back of the pit. 


You Can Always Find 


The seventy-five pound 
high jumper came down 
hard on his head. He rolled 


- over on his back and sat 


up, embarrassed. It was a 
dubious beginning ina jour- 
ney that was to end in the 
Olympics. 

Other grimly determined 
jumpers hurled themselves 
at the crossbar and one at 
a time they negotiated the 
opening height. The sev- 
enty-five pound high jump- 
er was called again and he 
stood there with sawdust 
in his hair and clinging to 
the back of his proud shirt. 
This time his running ap- 
proach was much longer 
and he hopped only once 
and again he crashed into 
the bar. This time he did 
not linger in the pit, but 
scrambled quickly out, 
spitting sawdust, and re- 
turned to the starting pos- 
ition. 

He was alone now at the 
starting height and he knew 
it. He was called again 
for his third and last jump. 
He approached slowly this 
time, without hope, and he 
jumped hard. Again he 
slammed into the bar. The 
seventy-five pound high 
jumper got up slowly, he 
picked up a handful of saw- 
dust and threw it dis- 
gustedly out of the pit. He 
watched as the bar went up 
and up in the warm Satur- 
day morning air, because 
it is awfully important to 
be a high jumper when you 
are in the fifth grade and 
weigh seventy-five pounds. 

Some people aren’t 
meant to be high jumpers. 
But, he doesn’t know this, 
and it may be several years 
before he does.
